And 
were they Protestant. or Roman Catholic 
Missionaries? Which of the two classes 
varry o1f the. Hospitals at Canton, Shanghai 
and Peking? -I-could’ ask many more 


.questions relating to the manifest literary 


and charitable works of missionaries, shui 
lar to the above, but J forbear. For I am 
‘sure that those who: bestow thought on the 
subject cannot fail to ‘see that Protestant 
Missiowiuries ave nota whit behind Roman: 
Catholic Missionaries in thesa Teapecta, but. 
are, on. the vther-hand, far in advance of 
them.

6.—The writer of that’article thinks that 
the sphere uf Protpatant Missionaries is “too 
limited,” and he regards ‘the iniinitable 
simile of Abbé Hue,” where -he speaks of 
‘their ‘scattering: i:iblea on the seashore,” 
as very desctiptive of their labors, which 
are. too ‘little. adapted to the wants of a 
nation like China, I think ‘no: Protestant 
Missionary in China aver felt his sphere of 
influence ‘too limited. Hoe only regrets 
that he cannot do more in the city . where 
he lives and Inbours, not thatthe city. and 
the region about it ate too-amall, I think 
too that the Chinese wants are precisely like 
tho wants of ‘any other proud and heathen 
nation. They need Bibles scattérod on the 
80a shore and evorywhere else; é 
~ Here let my remark that one of the most 
‘manifest differences Bet weet the two classes 
of Missiona, ies’ refotred to, relates to the 
Bible. The Roman Catholic Missions do 
not furuish- the Bible to. their: oénveris, 
They have made no trauslations: into the 


"| Uhinese language, although they have occu- 


Pied China for hundreds of years.’ Since 
Morison landed in China’ in 1807, 3 or 4 
different and complete versions of the Bible 
have been’ made into Chinese by Protestant 
Missionaries, besides translations of the 
New Testainent and part of the Old ‘Testa: 
ment iuto various local dialects, as Shang- 
hai, Ningpo, Fulchau, &o, Au united 
effort is now being made at Peking to tran- 
slate the New. Testament and. part of the 
Old Testarnent, into Mandarin,-tho. dialect 
spoken by nearly half the population of the 
Empire. “ Commentaries on- several books 
of the Bible. have been made ; besides a7] 
large number of books: and tracts designed 
to explain, and illuatrate,-and-enforce the 
doctrines of ‘tho Bible, have beon written 
by Protestant Missionaries. - Theso Bibles 
and these books are to be obtained by pur-; 
chase or as gifts, at some 12 or 13 cities in 
this empire. Do 'the-R: 0; Missionaries 
engage in any, such efforts to enable tho 
Chinese to understand’ the: word of God? 
In scores, if not hundreds: of places daily 
are these’ bouke offered on gale or proffered 
8° gifta, in connection . with Protestant 
laborers. The-R. O., with all their zeul, 
their ability, their meana, do’ not these 
ings, 

Again: in hundretis of chiches and cha- 
pels, located in the ‘conéular ports, and in 
adjacent villages and cities, do Protestant 
Missionaries or their native assistants pub- 
licly and openly preach. the doctrines. of 
the Bible, if not daily,. at least: several 
timos per week on an average, The R, u 
Missionaries and. theit tiative priests never 
throw open the doors of their churches or 
chupels to the public, and invite or allow 
their neighbours and: the -passets by in the 
streets to como ik and.listen.. Is not this a 
marked difference between, these two claas- 
es? the one works openly ;.the other so 
ly—the one proaches the Gospel to-al 

will hear it, the other hover preushos or ex- 
plains it except to the initiated, 

‘7.—Great importance is attached to the 
circumstance: that R. O. Missionaries live 
and labov in the interjor. _ It is said, “the 
Catholic establishes himself in some far-off 
city.” This is true ‘of some only, not -of 
all, ws would be a legitimate inference from 
the language used: , How nmauy kre station- 
ed .at the treaty: forts? Tave’ uot the 
means of knowiuig. I.should not be sur- 
prised, ‘however, if the number. of such was 
‘ag great or tibarly as vreat as the Uumber of 
Protestant Missionarics who. live at’ the. 
treaty ports.’ ‘The:latter are working in the 
country farther and farther every year, 
They have stations -sitnated in the country 
all the way from a few miles-to.over 200 
miles from the treaty ports,” They are 
planning to extend more and more widely. 
Some of them, howéver, havé never beon 
ablo to see the duty of neglecting ‘the large 
field, which the consular ports and the ci- 
ties and large \villages contiguous to them 
furnish for some far-off city. The ports 
aro centres of trade, visited’ by poople from 
the interior who are-reached more or less 
by the Missionaries living at them, . by 
means of chapels and books. ‘The wiiter of 
‘‘Rivak Blissions” asserts that {to accom- 
plish any good, the preacher: must be up 
and doing; away into tho country,” Where 
does -he yet any authority for such a state. 
ment? Why in the nature of things uinst he 
go into. the country? Did Chirist utter any 
such sentiment? Did ‘the Apostles act on 
the principle of avoiding large cities situat- 
ed.on or near the sea coast? Are not the 
souls of the Chinese living in. Canton; 
Anioy, Foochow, Ningpo, Shanghai, Tien- 
tsi and “Poking just ‘as. precious as the 
Souls of the Chinesi living in cities or villa- 
‘gesdistant from 2 to’ 20 hundred miles 
away? Why neglect those near for those re- 
mote? 1 ; 

8.—This leads mo to notice ‘the picture 
of the Protestant. fnissionary,—snug and 
comfortable, with home, ~ wifo, family, 
friends, -so¢iety, all that makes life enjoy- 
able; he passes his days at or near.one of 
the Treaty Ports in perfect security, peace 
and comfort.” . This isa correct and pro- 
per picture in my humble opinion, with the 
oxeeption of the clause AU that- makes 
life enjoyable.” For myself I don’t seo 
why. they should not be “snug, co;nfortable, 
with home, wife, family &0.” Protestant 
missionaries: generally believe in such a 
atate of things, and so do the. missionary 
societies which send. tham out and ‘the 
members of Protestant Churches which 
contribute funds for their. support. And 
there is ‘nothing inconsistent with the 
commission of thé Savior, to go into all 
the world and preach: the gospel to every 
creature,” or with the spirit of the Goapol 
in having a home, wife, and family, Pro- 
testant missionaries and their patronsin Eng- 
land and Amorica repudiate the-theory and 
the practice of cvlibaoy, they believe in the 
family-institution. ‘The inflnance for good 
of a well-regulated Christian family in the 
midst of-2 heathen people, cannot be over- 
sstimated, The iniluence of.a missionary’s 
wife. aud: family over a native. Chtistian 
church or coraniunity is every way desirable,
